A Train of Cars Burned,
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New Yonx, August 27—A train of cars
loaded with petroleum, on the Erie Railway,
was collided with yesterday near Narrows-
burg; New Jersey.

Three dwellings, a
wapon, a carpenter shop, a hide house, and
50,000 feet of lumber canght fiom the burning
oll, and was entirgly destroyad. | Mr., WIl-
bams, while endeavorivg to rescue his two
ehildren from bne of the houses, dropped one,
and while endeavoring to save it, all three
were fatally borned. The children subse-
quently died, and he is not expected to re-
cover, Mrs, Willlams, his wife, jumped
Irom a eecond-story window, and immediately
gave birth to a child, which is not expected to
live.

spread in all directions, and the entire train was
soon in & blaze, nud seyeral baldings in the
mmedie'e vicinity, surrounded by the burning
oil, were also seron five,

A {nm iy, congisting of a Mr. Williams' wife,
and two culldren, resiaod 1 the recond story of
one of the buildiags, the tiest story of wiich
wae occupled as & wagon shop, Mr, Willlama
seed the two ¢lnldren, one in each haod, nod
attempted to escape from the front way., In
rushine through the fumes Lo dropped one of
the children, and in stopping o rescue it all
three were fatally burned.

RUSSIA.
The Oficersof the Ameriean Squadron in
Moscow—Brilliant Reception,

Moecow, August 24.—The United Stutes naval
officers eerving with the American mission to
Ruesin, have been taken in what may be termed
a frinmphant manner from St, Petersburg o
Moscow, in u special railroad train, ordered by
the Dmperinl Goverument for the purpose,
Every station along the route was crowded with
people anxious to do them honor, and the pro-
vineiul authorities gave a hearty oflicial wolcome
at euch point of rest or delay. An innmense
number of persons turned out to welcome them
here, The officers dimed to-day with Lieute-
nant-Gereral Prince Dolgoroukofl, who is Aid-
de-Camp General to the Czar, and Goveinor-
General of Moscow. The Zoological Gardena
were illumiuared in foe style, and presented a
gplendid gppearance. It bas been made patent
that the beart of the Rugsinn empire oifers o
boundless hospitality 1o the representatives of
the Great Republic.

The Crown Prince of Prussmia has jgsued the
following appesl for the formation of & nutional
institution tor invallds:—

“Numerous associutions have been formed for
the support of the army 1 the field, for tanding
the wounded, for relieving the distress of tha
familics left at home bereft of their bread-
winners, Even as the entire nation was ready
and willing for any sucrifice in the great battle
for Prussia’s houor, and the re'ormation of Ger-
many, 80 1 lhe whole Fatherland now eagerly
desirous te compete in one and the same great
patriotic work, namely, to relieve and heal, as
far as it is within human power, the many
wounds and sufferings caused by the war,
But these suflferings reach far beyond the pre-
gent time, and it theretore becomes necessary
already to-day to think of the future. The sop-

ort of the State cannot slone solve the problem;
Lt therefore becomes the duty of the people, by
4 spontancous act of charity and love, to guar-
antee that the future of the brave sons of our
katberland, who have bled tor us, nnd through
their wounde huve become incupuble of
gaining a livelihood, be gecured as far as pos-
sible, and that the familice of the Ekilled be
sutliciently provided for. With the appro-
bation of his Majesty the Kiog, I intend
plucing my:=elf gt the head of & general national
instilution for mvalids, which will strive to
ultain these objects. 1 will immedintely call
upon men enjoyiug general consdence to form
themselves into a central committee, at Berlin,
who will have to druw up statutes, (o consalt
about further measures to be tuken, Lo arrange
the veccssary relations with the officlals, and to
undertuke the future management of the whole
institution. Simultaneourly with this central
commilies, other commiilees may, however.
already now be formed in all provinces of the
country, to e¢xert themselves for the dcw.-log-
ment and furtherunce of this national cavse, It
eun only succeed through the nnited efforts of
the entire people. May none be fonnd wanting,
but may everv one contribute towards the ai-
tainment of the object; so that alsothose brave
wen who gave their best streneth for the honor
and glory of the Fatherland, that also the fami-
e deprived of their supporiers and maintainers,
way, with all of us, overlook the aufferings nod
sucrifices of the war to regard with pride und
satiefmotion the deeds of our army.

Great Fire at Antwerp-Petroleum Again.
A most destructive fire broke out on Friday,
August 10, in Antwerp, The property in build-
ings and merchandise consumed was roughly
ealculated from £300,000 to £800,000, The fire
broke out sbout ¥ o'clock in tie morning iu
some merchants’ stores, situated in the Place de

Walhorgo, & kind of square fronting the guay,

and known as the commercial neighborhood of
Antwerp, The bulldings were chiefly lofty

warchouses, filled with merchandise of every
deseription, while in the basement stretched
extgpsive vaults illed with some thousand bar-
rel§ of petroleum oil, and to the latter may be
attributed the dreadful consequences thit Lave
betallen the city.

The Tucker-Montero muddle continued Lo bear
an unfavorable aspect, Tucker bad jssued va-
rious orders to the ditferent commanders in the
pavy, which Montero countermanded, instruct-
ing the captaivs of those shipe under his direct
command atValparaiso to disregard the authority
of what he culls the “North American adven-
turer.”

Questionable us the policy may be of appoint-
mmg & maun of Tucker's antecedents to the
supreme command of the alligd squadren, it is
to be devoutly hoped that Prado may be able
to pul & quietus to the impure and ubeenerons
ugpirations of this Montero. He 15 a man of
eratty and malignunt spirtt, and so long as he
ie sllowed a command in t1he Peruvian uavy,
the position of any sdministration will b wholly
ingecure, Through dissension and strifes be
was elevated to his presept position—through
dissension and strife he would further gratﬁ'y
his tnste for personal advancement, Prado,
taking this view of the case, bas acted with
prompt decision, His efforis to mamtain the
supremacy of the Government, and, at the same
time, to preserve peace between tae factions,
must be heartily commended by disinterested
parties. Monlero and his compadres bave been
cushiered, and peace may yet reign in Tucker's
command.

Incrensed Pevsecutlon of Loyallsts.
Wasninagrox, Auenst 26, —We make the Hol-
lowing extract tfrom a letter to Onptain Bingham
responding to the call tor the Convention of
Southern Unioniste, signed by twenty-one of the
ertizens of Dallas county, Texas:—

We in Texas sre on the eve of another Wir,
which will be more desperate than the one out
of which we have just emerged. The former
leaders in Rebeilion, eave some dozen Union
men elected to Gill unimportant county ofhoes,
have all been clected, and they are more hostils
and rabud thap they were duringe the war or
betore the State seceded, Unicss Congress for-
nithes protection, by directing the rroops to re.
mwain, ond posting them in the most important
townsg, there will not be a Union man left in
Texus in six months,

The disloval from other States are coming in
more or lesas every day, and thousands are re-
turning from Mexico who went off with Prinee
and Shelby, and a more desperate set never
Lefore infested any country. Murders are an
every day occnrrence. The civil law i8 defied
and trampled wpon, the freedmen are held in
meny parts of the State in as striet bondage as
hetore the war, and Union wen dare not speak
their sentiments openly.

CENERAL BUTLER ON THE CONDITION OF
THE COUNIRY,.

His Only Hope of Peace Is to Sustaln
Congress—Iis Oplujon of the Phila-
delphia Convention and the New Or-
lenns Massacre — The Names of the
Hrave Soldlers Who Endorse the Pitty-
burg Conventlion,

BosToN, August 26,—At a political meoting at
Gloucester last evening, Generul Butler was bne
of the speakers. The Herald's despatoh says:—
“tieneral Butler, on being introduced said that
the issues now before the conantry were the same
substantially as those of 1860, and in this con-
nection he procecded to trace the canses which
led 10 the RHebellion, and the part taken by the
Bouthern States in their attempt to overthrow
the Government, He contended that oy their
Rebelllon they had forfeited thelr property,
thelr righte, and their lives, if Rebels were
hanged, which, unfortunately, he said, they
were nor. Pussing on, he spoke of the failure
of (bhe Southern representatives to secure their
seals in Congress, and sald that if any portion
of the Sonthern States had sent a loyal man to
Cougress, it was only to get him admitted, and
whben they had secured & representarion, they
would send disloyal men, Referring to the
Philadelphia Conventlon, he said it was com-
posed of a get of men who proposed to settle a
war which they did not fight, but which they
opposed in aﬁ poesible ways; and it is the
intention of loyal people to know by what
right they urrogate to themselves that priviiege,
It 18 {he men who did the Jlighting, he said, who
are to do the settling., General Butler charac-
terized thut body as the most remarkable that
ever assambled, and said that the delegates from
nerther section of the country represented their
constituents, He then relerred to the New
Orlvans riot, and read a portion of the corre-
spondence relating to it and sald the whole
tenor of President Johnson's despatches 1o
General Sheridan wis to gloss over the horrible
atinir, It this state of things cannot be altered,
the General continued, we will march once
more, and woe to bim who opposes us!
In considering the Copstitutional Amend-
ments recently adopted by Coneress, he said he
wus in tavor of the one relstive Lo negro suffrage,
but accepled it as the best he could get, He
wus in favor of full and impartal suffrage, and
he wonld try by every means in his power, in
whatever position he might be ﬂlwed. to secure
it. In concludaing hie speech the Geperal satd,
that unless the people of the North were firm in
upliolding their Congress they will have their
wos k of the last four years to do over agmn.”

The Gerueral was frequently applanded during
his speech, and at the ocloseé was honored with
three cheers.

Mortality Am British ‘I‘roolpu in China.—
Offictal  reports show & ﬁ-‘l:!.:h ful mortality
umong the British troops in Chins during the
lnst year. In one battalion alone eizhty-five
meqn - died, and one hundred and fifteen were
invalided. The 99th regiment, in consequence
of 4 riot with the Malnys, was ordered away
fromr Hone Kong, in 1864, and =ent 1o Kowloon
to occupy buts there. The regiment was healthy
whien it left, but in three months the hospital
Heures rose from thirty o one hundred aud
#ix1y, and the fever cases from three to elghty-
ong. This result was loreseen, and the officer
in commund of the regiment, the principal
medical officer, and the suygeon of the regiment,
protested ggoinst the removal.

One Servant May Do the Work of Two—Gossip
about Training Servantz—An Unexpeocted Check
—Bervants' Registry Office—Servants and Their

All the directions for mannaging my servants
which wy wother gave me 1 sedulously fol-
lowed, but yet did not succeed in establishing
the pesce and oroer which I had been acous-
tomed to in my girlhood's home. [ pondered
much over my vexation, tor do what [ would
the dinners would be illdressed and badby
served, and the gencral work neglected, unleas
on ench duy [ went over the same routine and
made the sume remonsirances,

Surely, 1 thoueht, (t mast be my own fanlt
that sucn o state of things evists. I will be more
considersie, nnd save the servants’ steps all [
can, 1 will think for them, manage their work,
nrd all else that I can do; | will evea Lelp theam,
#o that I cun have pemce. A delusion that 1
would warn every one ngalnst,

I then pata Lhigher wages, and got worse ver-
vants, | became very partieular as to their
churacters, and invariably found that the worst
seryants nmnnfe(l to obtain toe best recom-
mendations, This was the mstrosses’ fault,
who from & mistaken idea that toey were perv-
ing the transgressing girls, concealed the most
important of toeir shortecomings, nnd by thus
dolug brought down upon them reproseh,
change of pluce, and all kinds of evil, and upon
themeselves the reputation of untruthiulness,

After two years' discontent aud ch of
domestics, my house-maid was taken ill and
went home; then, to my setonishment, mstead
of the household work being in confusion,
everyrhing went pleasantly on, My three chil-
dren had been bat little (roubls to either ser-
vunt, and inthe absence of Mary I had them
catirely under my own care. They were qulet,
strong little things, It was the cook herself
who nrst asked me if she should take them for
i walk; I npssented ns if it were a thing fully ex-
pected of her, but 1 was utterly surprised, and
sat down to read the riddle. It was unacrount-
able that the work whieh two servants coald
not perform, one was able to ao, and thatin a
much better manner than betore, )

My cogitutions were interrapted by a visitor,
whom I had mysell to admit 1 the absence ot
the girl I laughingly told Mrs, Lester how 1
was situate,

“They are great plagues,” she remarked,
Ypaiticularly if they have not full emplosment.
There 18 some truth in the sdage that with one
servant the work may be dons. with two the
chanees are that it will be balf doue with three
—why then oue may as well do it oncself, 1
bave quite work enough ior two servante, and
never permit them to be idle. There ie no time
for gossiping in my house till afier 7 at night,
and thon | never interiere nnless their volees
are raised too muoeh.”

‘‘But, Mrs, Lester, my mother kopt eervanta a
long the; how is 1t that I am obliged to change
g0 often!” I asked.

“Simply because the old race of servints have
died out or have emigrated,and there are none left
to take their place. Most young mistres<es are
deficlent in domestic practice, then how ean
the poor creatures learn? I have always found
the ensiest way to obtain pood servants is to
toke them young and train tuem to their work.
It is true that as soon us theyare tnught they
‘want to better themselves or they tind the
pluce dull, or there is too much runving up and
dowu stairs, or the work 1s too huv{; or, in-
deed, any excuse for getting away, having a
fortnight's holiday, and then, with the Iast
pound in their purse, they ind another situa-
tion, where after six months the sawe routine
Is gone through, till in two or three years they
can describe the different suburbs of a large
eity, besides the town itaelf.,”

""But how depressing to be always beginning
this kind of work,”

“It was so at first, but with me it has now
become an established order of things, and 1
don’t mind it, though I thought 1 shonld have
oné wild ar first. Itis asad thing to say, but

find that & weariness comes aver the girls
when they bave been six monihs in s situation,
unlese thére is some counterbaluncing eharm to
keep them in place. Perbaps it would be the
ouse with us if we were servants, 1 am in
to think that it ladies who were born under
rose-colored hangings had first seen the light in
the dirt and squalor of poverty, they might huve
been equally deticient with the poor girls who
reslly are the greatest plagues of one's exiat-
enceM :

"DQJN‘E}' tell me how yon manage, for | am
80 tired of” this cat-and-dog life, 1 have beard
of somebody writing (o the fimes, saving, ‘We
never have bad servants, we take the daughiers
of our tepantry, and place ‘hem under the
tultion and tratning of our older servants——,'"

*Excnse my interruption, but it was this very
letier that mede me sdopt the plan of training
which I bave pursued for threc years, with
conslderable somfort to mvselt and Tamily, and
with & decided advuntage to the poor girls them-
sclves; thourh beyvond nine or ten months—in
one {nstance only, twelve months—I have never
been able to keep them; they have always dis-
charged themselves, for in their natare there is
such an inherent love of change one would
suppose them to be human locomotives: when
they ®rt up a store of wishi ng for change, up
poes the steam ot temper, off they go. no mat-
ter what the danger abhead mny be. Mr, Lester
says it s the same with our davghters, ouly
théy find a safety valve wn parties and in gos-
sipping morning calls, He is of opinion that if
Georgloa were kept as strictly to study as @
servant girl Is to her work, there would be
denger thut we should fud her missing some
morning.”
